In the course of his fall he would have 
been dashed to the ground and un- 
doubtedly 
killed 
instantly.

again if he had grabbed 
an 
electric 


wire with the insulation worn off, as is 
the case of many wires, he might have 
been electrocuted. As it was, he had a 
very narrow escape and people in the 
vicinity who saw the pole totter and 
start to fall turned away 
as 
they 


thought he 
would be dashed to the 


ground and instantly killed. 


This is the second time that. Garland 


has had a narrow escape from being 
killed. During the fire at St. Patrick's 
church in January, he fell through the

tion, and this, it is claimed, proves the defi.-lency in the free tr.-ule system. It

•which have a high protective tariff the proportion of unemployed 
is even 


higher than in England under free trade. 


These fallacious claims are made to the working people, nnd the latter 


feeling the stress of hard economic conditions are rather inclining to the 
belief that the free trade system is not all that Is claimed for it. On the other 
hand the working men are told that the tariff imposed upon imports would he 
added to the price to the people, and that thus the cost of living would be 
increased without any corresponding increase in wages Just as has been the 
ease in this country. It will require a vigorous campaign to break down 
tho. popular belief in free trade which lias long been rcsarded as the corner 
stone of British prosperity.
